Effective October 9, ALL solid 
waste MUST to be properly dis- 
posed of in a Subtitle D landfill. 
There are NO exceptions, 

It is just a matter of time before 
landfills to handle inert trash will be 
required with NO EXCEPTIONS. 
At that point, counties will have to 
make it mandatory that trash is 
picked up and properly disposed of.

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Coffee County Commission approves $7,252,413 budget for FY-94

The Coffee County Commission 
approved a $7,252,413.00 budget for 
Fiscal Year 1994 and also set more 
dumping fees for the new landfill in 
Monday’s commission meeting. 

Included in the more than $7.2 
million budget are: a 2.5 percent 
raise for county employees, an addi- 
tional deputy for the sheriff's depart- 
ment, and the $1.45 million set aside 
for landfill construction and opera- 
ion. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens noted that the county “op- 
erated in the black last year” for the 
first time in several years. 

The commission, during the past 
year, did not have to borrow any 
moncy from the banks to operate. 

Stephens praised all county de- 
partments for their work in coming 
up with an excellent budget. It is a 
balanced budget with a small contin- 
gency fund. 

This budget exceeds last year’s 
budget by just under $2 million. 

The other main item of business 
which drew much discussion from 
commission members was tupping 
fees for none contract users of the 
landfill. 

Also discussed was fees for 
county residents choosing to bring 
their garbage to the new landfill rath- 
er than having it picked up. 

Presently, county residents who 
bring garbage to the landfill are al- 
lowed to dump it free of charge. This 
will not be the case when the new 
Subtitle D landfill goes into opera- 
tion on Monday, October 4th. 

County Engineer Mark Pool sug- 
gested that a $20 per ton tipping fee 
be charged to commercial haulers 
having no contract to deposit solid 
waste in the landfill. Included in 
Pool’s suggestion was a $4 mini- 
mum charge. 

After a motion was made and sec- 
onded to accept Pool’s recommenda- 
tion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
a motion to table the matter. Faulk’s 
motion passed 5 to 2. 

The matter would not die! Pool 
stressed the fact that he needed the 
commission to set a rate or he would 
be operating in the dark. 

Faulk agreed to rescind his mo- 
tion to table the matter, other com- 
missioners agreed, and the matter 
was open, once again, for discussion. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, pro and con, the commission 
agreed to accept Pool’s recommen- 
dation. 


Turning to the matter of a fee for 
residents bringing their own garbage 
to the landfill, Commissioner Sid 
Averett felt that $4 was too much to 
charge county residents. 

“They'll pay $16 a month and 
that’s too much!” he said. 

Again, several minutes of discus- 
sion ensued, bul no one was able to 
come up with a figure or suggestion 
on how to charge individual resi- 
dents. 

Finally, Chairman Stephens made 
a motion that a $4 fee be set with the 
understanding that the commission 
could adjust or change it at a later 
date. His motion passed. 

It was noted that in order for an 
individual to dispose of his or her 
own garbage, it must be approved by 
the county health department. 

After October 9, ALL solid waste 
MUST be deposited in a Subtitle D 
landfill - NO EXCEPTIONS! 

Commissioner Averett noted that 
county citizens whose only source of 
income is from Social Security are 
exempt from paying garbage collec- 
tion fees. 

But, they are not exempt from 
having to place their garbage, wheth- 
er it be by commercial hauler or 
themselves, in a Subtitle D landfill. 

Contracts were signed in Mon- 
day’s meeting agreeing to accept sol- 
id waste from Clio, Dorsey Trailers, 
Louisville, and International Service 
Systems. 

A provisional contract was signed 
with Cuttler Egg to handle their solid 
waste. 

Contracts are already in place to 
accept solid waste from Opp, Anda- 
lusia, Fairview Landscaping from Ft. 
Rucker, all cities & towns in Coffee 
County, and the Southeast Alabama 
Solid Waste Disposal Authority. 

The Authority is composed of 
Barbour, Dale, Geneva, Henry, and 
Houston counties. 

In another landfill related matter, 
the commission signed a resolution 
giving the go-ahead to apply for a 
Community Development Block 
Grant in the amount of $173,000. 

The cost to the county will be ap- 
proximately $33,000.00. 

These funds, should the grant be 
approved, will be used toward the in- 
stallation of a water system to supply 
residents living near the landfill and 
others with water. 

The system will also supply the 
landfill with water. 

The New Hope Water System has 
already agreed to supply water to the 
system. There is also a possibility 
that the City of Elba could be used 


Local school boards must 
comply with new state laws

School students in all three Cof- 
fee County school systems have re- 
ceived notification that their re- 
spective school boards would be 
complying with the provision of two 
new slate laws. 

One of these laws will hold par- 
ents responsible for the acts of their 
minor child, The law (Act 93-672) 
holds parenla or guardians re- 
sponsible for a child enrolling and 
attending school and the conduct of 
this child while in school. School of- 
ficials are required to report sus- 
pected violations to the District At- 
torney. A person guilty of violating 
this law can be fined $100 and sen- 
tenced to 90 days hard labor for the 
county, 

The other law (Act 93-368) will 
deny a driver's license to any person 
under the age of 19 who has not 
graduated high school and is not en- 
rolled and attending high school. 
This will include students who are 
suspended or expelled from school 
and those in jail, There are some ex- 
ceptions to the revoking of the li- 
cense, but school officials and/or 
court officials will make this de- 
cision on a case by case basis, 

The law requires school officials 
to notify the Department of Public 
Safety of the withdrawal of any stu- 
dent, age 16 or older, This includes 
situations of 10 consecutive or 15 to- 
tal unexcused absences during a se- 
mester, 

Then this 


happens, the De- 


partment of Public Safety shall send 
notification to the licensee that 
his’her driver’s license or learner’s 
license will be suspended. 

All county students received the 
same letter, on the letterhead of their 
respective Superintendent's office, 
to insure all schools were complying 
completely with the new laws and 
would be enforcing them uniformly. 
The latter is expected to keep down 
confusion when any related case is 
turned over to the courts for action. 


as a source of water for the system.

Should the the grant be received, 
it will take more than 6 months to 
get the system operative. 

Commissioners gave the go ahead 
for the installation of a well at the 
landfill site at a cost of $1,400.00.

plans to commissioners for the clos- 
ing of the present landfill. 

Upon their approval, the plans 
will be sent to ADEM (Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment) for evaluation and approval

***Southeast Materials also re- 
ceived the contract for #78 crushed 
stone. 

***Choctaw of Montgomery, AL 
was low bidder on supplying pre-fab 
concrete bridge pancls. 

*** Ayreed to assist the Forestry 
Commission in preparation of a site 
for a new office building. The facili- 
ty will be constructed where the 
trailer housing the offices is now lo- 
cated.

Autopsy reveals sniper’s bullet killed hostage

An autopsy by pathologists with 


the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science revealed that the hostage 


sniper, 
Also killed during the incident 
was Nepolian Verdyke Burrows, age 
28, of New Brockton. 

The autopsy report on Burrows 
revealed that he died as a result of a

_ A press release was received late Tuesday evening 
from Joel M. Folmar, District Attorney for the 12th 
Judicial Circuit. In the release, Folmar stated that 
the toxicological analyses on Napolian Verdyke Bur- 


rows had been completed. Laboratory analyses re- 
vealed that the blood specimen taken from Burrows 
- during the autopsy contained traces of cocaine. Fur- 
ther toxicological analyses revealed that a urine 
specimen taken from the deceased contained cocaine 


and its metabolites. 


was killed by an Enterprise police 
sniper’s bullet. 

During a press conference held 
last Friday afternoon, Bruce De- 
Vane, chief investigator with the 
12th Judicial Circuit District Attor- 
ney’s Office, stated that Edien Mere- 
dith McCrady, age 18, of Enterprise 
died from a single gunshot wound to 
the back of her chest. 

The shooting occurred during a 
robbery/hostage situation at the En- 
terprise Shopping Center on Tucs- 
day, September 21st. 

Miss McCrady was an employee 
at Bealls Department Store. 

According to DeVane, the round 
was fired from a .270 caliber Win- 
chester rifle by an Enterprise police

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single gunshot wound to the chest. 
The fatal shot was fired from a 12- 
gauge shotgun loaded with 00- 
buckshot. 

He also sustained wounds to his 
right elbow and in his abdomen. 
These wounds were inflicted by po- 
lice officers firing 9mm automatic 
pistols. Shotgun pellets also struck 
Burrows in the left wrist. 

A third shot was fired from a 
9mm pistol but it struck the pave- 
ment missing Burrows. 

DeVane stated that these were the 
only rounds fired as the gunman and 
two hostages exited the store. 

The gunman’s weapon, a 38 cali- 
ber revolver, was not fired outside 
the store, 

However, Burrows had fired his 
weapon inside the store at least three 
times during the incident. One em- 
ployee of Bealls was shot in the leg 
by the gunman, She later ran from 
the store, 

Still another Bealls clerk was 
struck by Burrows in the face with 
his weapon. She also was able to es- 
cape the store. 

Prior to giving the results of the 
autopsies, DeVane recapped the 
events of Tuesday leading up to the 
fatal shootings, 

Reading from a prepared state- 
ment, DeVane stated that on Tues- 
day, September 21, 1993, at approxi- 
mately 1:30 p.m,, the Enterprise 
Police Department received a com- 
plaint advising that a robbery/ 
ostage situation existed at Bealls 
Department Store in Enterprise. 

Officers responding to the scene 
were advised that a lone gunman de- 
scribed as a black male, armed with 
a pistol, had robbed the store and 
was holding an unknown number of 
hostages, 

Two Bealls employees, the one 
shot in the leg and the one struck in 
the face, who were able to escape 


from the store, told police that the 
gunman was raping hostages who re- 
mained in the store. ; 

Additional information was being 
supplied to police by notes being 
passed to them by a store employee 
and three customers hiding in an up- 
stairs area of the sore. 

Police established contact with 
the gunman at approximately 3:35 
p.m. when he called 911. Informa- 
tion was relayed via radio to police 
on the scene by the 911 operator. 

“The dispatcher was requested by 
the dispatcher to call police on the 
scene but refused,” DeVane said. 
“He further refused to negotiate. Af- 
ter numerous requests by the dis- 
patcher, the gunman agreed to allow 
police to call him.” 

Telephone contact was estab- 
lished with the gunman by a desig- 
nated Enterprise police hostage ne- 
goliator. Borrows, who during the 
ordeal refused to identify himself, 
demanded that police get out of the 
area and allow him to escape. 

When the negotiator asked the 
gunman his name, Burrows told him 
“you could read it on my epitaph.“ 

DeVane said, “The gunman stated 
to police he knew what was going to 
happen to him, and he would gel olf 
at least one shot to the hostages.” 

During the negotiations, Burrows 
was assured that no one would get 
hurt if he would cooperate with po- 
lice and give himself up. 

Reportedly, he told the negotiator 
that he knew he would be going to 
prison for life and hung up the 
phone. 

Police were once again able to es- 
tablish a telephone link with Bur- 
rows at which time he requested 
food, 

It was while police were in the 
process of honoring Burrows’ re- 
quest for food when he unexpectedly 
exited the store with two female hos- 


lages. 

“The gunman had his left arm 
around one hostage and the gun in 
his right hand pointed at the hostage 
(McCrady),” DeVane said. “A sec- 
ond hostage was close by the gun- 
man.” 

Burrows and his two hostages 
walked toward a nearby vehicle. The 
passenger side door was opened by a 
hostage who bent toward the vehicle. 

It was at this point that an Enter- 
prise police sniper fired the fatal 
shot. Both Burrows and McGrady 
fell to the pavement. 

At that point, the other hostage 
ran from the vehicle and was rescued 
by another police officer. 

Both, Burrows and McCrady 
were taken to Enterprise Medical 
Center where they both were later 
pronounced dead. 

According to officials, Burrows 
repeatedly told his hostages that he 
expected to die. 

He also took cash from the store 
safe and several cash registers locat- 
ed throughout the store. 

At the conclusion of the press 
conference, De Vane stated that upon 
the completion of the investigation 
by the District Attorney’s office, all 
the evidence will be presented to a 
grand jury for their investigation and 
consideration, 

He further noted that toxicology 
reports which will show the con- 
tents of Burrows’ blood are not yet 
complete. This analysis should re- 
veal if Burrows had taken any drugs 
or drank any alcohol prior to or dur- 
ing the incident. 

This information will be made 
knows to the media once it is availa- 
le, 

During the press conference, In- 
vesugator Steve Weekly, who is 
with the Alabama Bureau of Investi- 
gation, was seated at the table with 
DeVane,

Bigger Government Not the Answer to Health Care 


There is little doubt that our 
nation’s health care system needs re 
form. You won't find many in Wash- 
ington who'll disagree with that 

With nearly 20 million Ameri 
cans uninsured, and skyrocketing 
medical costs, everyone here in the 
Congress is devoted to solving this 
national problem, But T must tell you 
that there are some serious flaws inthe 
proposal offered by the Administra 
tion last week 

Six months ago, the American 
people heard our president deliver an 
uplifting speech about his budget, only 
tolearn afterward that “savings” meant 
tax increases on Social Security ben- 
efits, “spending cuts” meant $300 bil 
lion in new federal spending and “sac- 
rifice” meant middle class families 
and small businesses would be hit by 
higher taxes 

Remember, too, after his bud 
get speech 80 percent of the public 
polled said they were in favor of it 
Less than five months later, 70 percent 
were opposed and it passed by the 
slimmest of margins in the House and 
Senate. 

First, there’s the issue of bigger 
government. The Administration's 
plan establishes three new levels of 
big government bureaucracy, places 
$900 billion in government hands, and 
adds about 50,000 bureaucrats to the 
government work force. 

Frankly, a system that’s 10 
percent broken does not need a 100 
percent overhaul. Then there's the 
matter of a 7.9 percent payroll tax. 
This new burden on employers will 
result in great job loss 

The Employment Policy Insti- 
tute estimates that as many as 3 mil- 
lion Americans will lose their jobs as 


a result of the Administration health 
package's burden on busine 

The president talks about Say 
ings, Security and Simplicity, but 
the Administration’s plan raises se 
rious questions about Cost, Care and 
Control 

Cost: For example, it would 
require $345 billion in new federal 
spending, while raising $156 billion 
in new taxes over the next six years 

Care: Under the Administra 
tion plan, the quality and quantity of 
health care for all Americans will be 
changed forever. Some Americans 
would no longer be tree to choose 
theirown physician, and many would 
be forced to choose lower-priced, 
managed health care plans 

Control: The federal govern 
ment will control every aspect of 
your family’s health care under the 
Administration plan. This includes 
three new levels of bureaucracy con 
sisting of a National Health Board, 
Regional Health Alliances, and state 
enforcement agencies 

Bigger governmentand more 
spending are not the answer. A 
reasoned approach which provides 
security by eliminating the fear ot 
losing your coverage, controls esca- 
lating costs through malpractice and 
product liability reform, and requires 
uniform billing practices is a good 
start. 

The issue of health care re- 
form will not be solved by blanket 
promises and government mandates 
As the Congress begins to evaluate 
all the health care reform plans, | 
hope that we can move forward as 
quickly as possible to develop a bi- 
partisan solution. Il keep you in- 
formed here.

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Dorsey Trailers was in the right 
business at the right time. The U. S. 
War Department needed trailers and 
lots of them. C, E. “Pete” Dorsey 
was a mechanical genius and James 
Vardie Wright was a business wiz- 
ard, a combination that was hard to 
beat. By the way, some spelled his 
name Vardye and some spelled it 
Vardie. I prefer Vardie, it suited him 
better, I think. 

As the war progressed they were 
primarily manufacturing for the U. 
S. Government. Some truckers that 
were hauling essential goods for the 
war effort were given permits to buy 
trailers for their own business. Let's 
face it, if you were engaged in the 
right business at the right time, the 
money would keep rolling in. We 
were fighting a war for survival, not 
only in the Pacific, but also in Eu- 
rope. 

Dorsey was scattered in several 
places in downtown Elba. They con- 
vinced the Federal Government that 
it would be in the best interest of the 
country to give them permission to 
build a new plant so it could all oper- 
ate much more efficiently. In the 
heart of the war, Dorsey bought 
land, tore down some houses and 
built the existing large section of the 
building on Hickman. I feel sure 
they did not have to borrow any 
money to finance this large and cost- 
ly move. Of course, that freed up 
downtown property to be sold. That 
is when I bought the newest building 
on Claxton for building material and 
supply department for Bonneau- 
Jeter. 

Dorsey began moving into their 
new facilities in 1944 and completed 
it in early 1945. It was the first time 
the manufacturing of the Dorscy 
products had been in one location so 
that it could be supervised properly. 
They had been so successful that 
they were awarded the coveted 
Army-Navy E. That was what every 
manufacturing company desired. 
The E stood for Excellence. It was 
announced in advance so that prepar- 
ations for the big day could begin. 

Maxine Prescott had saved a 
Montgomery Advertiser from Febru- 
ary 2, 1945. I have just recently ob- 
tained it from her and wish I had 
been given access to it earlier. 

It as usual, does not give Uncle 
Pete any title nor his son, Claude. It 
does list him as “Partner”. I assume 
by that he had taken his son, Claude, 
as partner. Being sole owner, he did 
not need a title. His ego did not re- 
quire it either. He was very self con- 
fident in spite of his inability to read 
and write. | have wondered if that 
made him so competitive that he al- 
ways got the best part of any deal

made to his favor. He had given J. 

V. Wright the title of Sales Manager. 
They needed someone to see that 
material was shipped from their sup- 
plicrs on time and nothing delayed 
because that would hold up the 
whole production. They hired Price 
Ringo and gave him the title of Ex- 
pediter, Price married Luna Delle 
Bryan who was a sister of Bob Fol- 
som’s wife Lara. Luna Delle was a 
long time employee of Dorsey. 
There was a picture and a list of of- 
fice workers. They are as follows: 
Mrs. Lois Perry, chief of stock con- 
trol; Miss Irene Teel, payroll work; 
John D. Lowry, chief accountant; 
Mrs. Mary Newton, stenographic; 
Miss Lillian Rowe, stock control; 
Miss Jean Parker, telephone opera- 
tor; Miss Totsye Bryan, stock con- 
trol; Mrs. Elizabeth Jones, account- 
ing dept.; Miss Wayne Bowdin, 
stenographic; Miss Helen E. Snow, 
payroll clerk. 

This was one of Elba’s real big 
days. Prof. James C. Dixon was M. 
C. Acceptance of E. Banner was by 
C. E. Dorsey. Acceptance of E em- 
blems for employees was by J. V. 
Wright, a Dorsey employee who 
started with the company in 1912. 
The longest of anyone else. 

Flat-bed trailers, I believe, were 
used for dignitaries. Among those 
were Mayor L. P. Mullins; Council- 
men Dr. C. P. Hayes, J. J. Lindsey, 
S. E. Sawyer, F. D. Veal and B. A. 
Young. Mayor Mullins said, “The 
awarding of the Army and Navy ‘E’ 
to Dorsey Trailers is one of the 
greatest things that ever came to 
Elba.” 

L. P. Mullins served as Mayor of 
Elba for more years than anyone 
ever had before his time and no one 
has approached it since. Not all at 
one time. When he did not run again, 
we wanted him back. He had a son, 
Billy, that was near my age but I al- 
ways liked L. P. and he showed his 
friendship for me. We got along 
great. 

Dorsey exported before WWII 
and during it to our Allies. They 
made the best stump pullers and log 
skidders the world had ever scen. 
The Phillipines found that the skid- 
ders would pull mahogany logs 6 
feet in diameter and more out of the 
swamps. 

This was the biggest day Elba had 
ever seen. The Montgomery paper 
does not mention it, I am almost sure 
that reporter had gathered material 
for this story in advance of the big 
day. Dorsey bought lots of their ma- 
terial and products, that went into 
production, from Montgomery busi- 
nesses. What I am trying to say is I 
believe that I remember a huge bar- 
b-que was held on that day. Of 
course the E awards were presented 
by high ranking members of the War 
Department to Uncle Pete and the 
employees that made it possible. 

It is rather ironical, that such a 
short time after Uncle Pete was bask- 
ing in his glory of a job well done, 
that he had a heart attack and died. 
He was born on January 24, 1881 
and died March 22, 1945, 

In those days every way was de- 
vised possible to save weight for 
Overseas air mail to service men. 
The Postal Department came up with 
a tissue thin, light weight, one letter 
that you folded and used the same 
piece for an envelope. 

_ The Red Cross was to notify ser- 
vicemen of the deaths of loved ones 
at home. I immediately wrote Kim- 
mie, expressing my sympathy upon 
the death of Uncle Pete. Lite did 1 
know the Red Cross had not gotten 
word to Kimmie or Henry, Henry 
had been transferred to another outfit 
and was no longer with the Elba 
Company he left with.

The 81st session of the Mulberry 
Baptist Women’s Convention con- 
vened at the Mulberry Baptist Edu- 
cation Building, Elba, Alabama, 
September 24 -25, 1993. at 

This is an undocumented histori- 
cal report of the Mulberry District 
Missionary Convention. 

The Mulberry District Women’s 
Association (now called the Mulber- 
ry District Convention) was orga- 
nized at the Friendship Missionary 
Baptist Church, Glenwood, Alabama 
in the year of 1911 or 1912, under 
the moderatorship of the late Rev. 
Charlie Larkine. 

The women were organized be- 
cause they were not allowed to take 
part in what was then known as the 
men’s association. Believe it or not, 
women once were not allowed to 
vote in local churches. Certainly not 
in an association. 

According to records, the follow- 
ing persons served as presidents of 
the Mulberry District Women's Con- 
vention; 1) Sis, Charolette (Scarlet) 
White; 2) Sis. Fannie Woods; 3) Sis. 
Nunie Jackson; 4) Sis, Ella Rodgers; 
5) Sis. Lacy Coon; 6) Sis. Buna Wil- 
liams; 7) Sis. Nettic R, Lindsey,

The late Sis. Nettie Lindsey 

served as president from 1977 until 
her death in 1983, God called Sis.

Peanut Update 


At this point in our peanut harvest 
at 20% dug, | believe our county av 
crage will be close to one ton per 
acre, Most farmers are averaging 
around 500 pounds less than their 
normal yields. Most every producer 
has some fields that are hurting and 
maybe a few ficlds he wishes he had 
never planted. A few farmers have 
had a crop failure, and it is all be- 
cause of the rains 

| know of only two farmers who 
have had a better crop than every, 
and that too was because of the 
rains, Their peanuts were on good 
land, had an excellent rotation and 
never hurt for rain. 

Our farmers have all done an ex- 
cellent job this year by planting qual- 
ity seed, spraying and doing every- 
thing on time, 

Peanut harvest is just starting. 
Only 20% of our peanuts are dug 
and only 10% picked and graded. 
That puts us a little behind on a nor- 
mal harvest. Because of the drought, 
our early planted peanuts are two or 
three weeks later than normal in ma- 
turing. A peanut plant normally 
starts blooming at 30 to 35 days of 
age. Our early peanuts were in a 
drought at that time, During the end 
of May and June it was so hot and 
dry that very few peanuts bloomed 
and pegged down. Around the first 
of July the rains came and the pea- 
nuts bloomed and set a crop. The 
peanuts planted were already 40 to 
55 days old before they started carly 
blooming. Some varied drought peri- 
ods throughout the summer also ex- 
tended this maturing time as peanut 
plants sort of go dormant and stop 
growing during drought stress. 

The number one question in the 
Wiregrass right now is, “When do | 
dig my peanuts?” This is a hard deci- 
sion and a major decision. There is 
so much money to be made or lost 
from this one decision, The timing to 
dig is so important. I would like to 
encourage growers to check their 
peanuts and see if they are really 
ready. Don’t just dig because your 
neighbor is digging or just dig be- 
cause they are 135 davs old. The av- 
crage digging date so far has been 
149 days and many peanuts have not 
been ready until 150 plus days. 

Sometimes a farmer may send his 
wife to New Brockton to have pea- 
nuts tested. I mentioned to one lady 
that she had a fairly long drive to 
come to New Brockton to have pea- 
nuts tested. She said, “Most of us 
think nothing of diving all the way 


to Dothan and Montgomery to shop 
and spend money. Why not go a 
short distance to New Brockton to 
make some money by determining 
the optimum digging time?” 

I want to stress that we are not 
telling people when to dig, but it 
really gives a farmer a clearer pic- 
ture of how his crop has sct so he 
can decide when to dig. 

When you're using the Hull- 
scrape chart, you don’t want to go 
just by the colors. You want to open 
the peanut hull to see how mature 
the Kernel really is. A mature kernel 
will have a copper skin, At 7-10 
days the peanut skin starts getting 
freckles. At 3 days it is half freckled 
and at 0 days it is totally copper. 
There is also a taste test, The imma- 
ture peanut goes from bitter to mild- 
ly bitter to partially sweet to a deli- 


cious almost coconut sweet favor. 
This also tells you if a peanut is 
ready to dig. 

In 1990, only 30% of our growers 
used the Hullscrape. Then 50% in 
1991 used this method and last year 
65%. This year already 80% of our 
growers have used it. 

Still too many people dig because 
they want to be first, or wait until 
their neighbors dig because they 
planted about the same time or dig 
by planting dates. 

This has been another tough year 
for growing peanuts, There are not 
many vocations in life that are as 
heart breaking as farming, and yet 
you never hear the farmers around 
here complain or grumble. There is a 
tremendous amount of respect due 
these men--those who made a crop 
and especially those who didn’t.
